eeenive Animals, on purpofe to pefecete and de- 

them. ~ ; 

‘~~ Montaigne thinks it fome Refie@ion upon iduman 
Narare it fele, that few People take Decgh fa fee- 

: ing Beaits carefs or play together, but almoft every 
one is.pléafed ‘to fee them lacerate and worry one 

_ nother. 1am forry this Temper is becomealmoft 
a diftinguifhing CharaGter of our own Nation, from 
the Obfervation which is made by-Foreigners of our 
beloved Paftimes, Bear-baiting, Cock-fighting, and 

‘ the like. We fhould find tt hard to vindicate the de- 
ftroying ofany thing that has Life, meerly Out of Wan- 
‘tonnefs; yet in this Principle our Children are bred 
up, and one of the firft Pleafures we allow them, 
1s the Licence of inflicting Pain upon poor Animals : 
Almoft as foon as we are fenfible what Life-is our 
felves, we.make it our Sport to take.it from other 
Creatures. -I cannot but believe a very good Ufe 
might be made of the Fancy which Children have 


‘ [= think it extravagant to imagine, “that 


for Birds and Infeéts. Mr. Lock takes‘ Notice of a - 
Mother who permitted them to her Children, :but 


rewarded *or punifhed them as they treated them 
well or ill. This was no other than entring them 
betimes into-a daily Exercife of Humanity; and im- 
proving their very Diverfion to a Virtue. 
» [fancy too, fome Advantage might be taken of 
the common Notion, that ’tis ominous or unlucky 
to deftroy fome forts of Birds, as Swallows and 
Martins; this Opinion might poffibly arife from the 
Confidence thefe Birds feem to putin us by building 
‘under our Roofs, fo that it isa kind of Vivlation of 
the Laws of Hofpitality to murder them, As for 
Robin-red-breafts in particuler, *tis not improbable 
they owe their Security tothe old Ballad of she 
Children in the Wood: However it be, I don’t. know, 
I fay, why this Prejudice, well improved and car- 
_tied as far as it would go, might not be made to 
candnce tothe Prefervation of manv innocent Crea- 





mofity againft this ufeful Domeftick may be any 
Canufe of the ‘general Perfcution of Owles, (whoare 
a fort of feathered Cats) or whether it be only an 
unreafonable Pique the Moderns have taken to a 
ferious Countenance, I fhall not determine.

* bare Juftice. Itis no morethan the Obligation’of 
_* our very Birth to pra@tife Equity to our ownkind, 
* but Humanity may be extended thro’ the whole Or 
© der of Creatures, even to the meaneft: Such Adi- 
© ons of Charity are the Over-flowings of a mild 
* Good nature on all below us. It is certainly the 
© part of a weli-natufed Man to take care of his 
© Horfes and Dogs, not only in expectation of their 
¢ Labour while they are Foals and Whelps, but even 
* when their old Age has made them incapable of 
© Service. . 

Hiftory tells us-of a wife and polite Nation that 
rejected aPerfon of the firft Quality, who ftood for 
a Judiciary Office, only pecaute he had been obferved 
in his Youth, to take pleafure in tearing and murder- 
‘ing of Bicds.
